AXIS STOOGES: 

Show Jitter Signs 

Signs of political and economic 
crack-up at the northern and south¬ 
ern extremities of Germany's Euro¬ 
pean front were indicated in reports 
hinting increasing unrest in Finland 
and Rumania. 

Reports reaching neutral Stock¬ 
holm, related that Finland, fearing 
further Russian offensives in the 
north, was growing desperate. The 
Finns' situation was further compli¬ 
cated because of food shortages and 
the inability of the Nazis to send 
them assistance. Public anger had 
been roused over a statement by 
Field Marshal Goering that Rus¬ 
sia's 1939 war on Finland was only 
a bluff. 

The Rumanian situation was said 
to be growing more critical because 
of heavy losses on the Russian front. 
Turkish sources reported that Mar¬ 
shal Ion Antonescu, Rumanian dic¬ 
tator, had begun to despair of his 
country’s position. It was estimated 
that Rumania had lost 350,000 men 
killed in Russia and nearly 650,000 
wounded and prisoners. 

U-BOAT BASES: 

Concrete Is Solid 

Ten feet of solid concrete separat¬ 
ed RAF bombs from the German 
submarines they were dropped to 
blast in Germany's super-U-boat 
base at Lorient on France’s Bay of 
Biscay. But British fliers kept up 
their dogged attacks night after 
night, for submarines remained the 
chief menace to Allied success in 
Europe. 

British reports said that existing 
pens under concrete at Lorient could 
accommodate 20 submarines at a 
time, while another set of pens under 
construction could take 10 more. 

Air warfare against submarine 
sources was not confined to the bases 
from which they embarked. Bomb¬ 
er attacks continued to be directed 
against cities where U-boat parts 
are manufactured, such as Essen, 
Duesseidorf and Cologne, as well as 
Copenhagen. Denmark, where sub¬ 
marine diesel engines are made. In 
addition. RAF bombers strafed other 
industrial cities, including Turin, 
seat of Italy's airplane engine in¬ 
dustry. 

7.4 BILLIONS SAVED: 

For Farmers Says OP A 

Stung by frequent criticism of its 
policies by farm bloc leaders, the 
Office of Price Administration an¬ 
swered back in a statement contend¬ 
ing that by the end of 1943 this agen¬ 
cy will have saved American farm¬ 
ers S7.400,000.000 or an average of 
$1,213 a farm. 

OPA made this estimate on the 
basis of a computation of how much 
money farmers would have been 
compelled to spend on things they 
buy and on operating expenses if 
there had been no government, con¬ 
trol over prices.

Ebb-tide Approaching 

The tide of criticism over Amer¬ 
ica's handling of the tricky North 
Africa political situation had shown 
signs of ebbing.

NEW TOMMY CORCORAN 

No announcement has been made 
yet, but the President has a new 
"Tommy Corcoran"—astute young 
Joe Casey, ex-congressman from 
Massachusetts. Make a note of him. 
He will play an important role back- 
stage around congress. 

But where Tommy the Cork and 
Ben Cohen frequently rubbed con¬ 
gress the wrong way, Casey's No. 1 
job is to promote White House-con¬ 
gressional harmony. 

Casey is also making some Q.T. 
surveys for the President. One of 
them is to see whether members of 
the War Production board are de¬ 
liberately slanting their actions to 
smear the New Deal. 

Another Q.T. probe is of Elmer 
Davis’ Office of War Information, 
Casey believes that shrewd, public- 
minded Davis could be of great 
value to the administration if asked 
to pass on more government moves 
in order to gauge their effect upon 
public opinion. Casey, therefore, 
may recommend that FDR submit 
all directives and executive orders 
to Davis before release to the public. 

On the congressional front Casey 
plans more visits to the White House 
by bi-partisan groups, which may be 
able to give FDR better advice than 
Harry Hopkins. 

Note: So far Casey has refused 
to accept any salary, but is slated 
later for a post in Jimmy Byrnes' 
Office of Economic Stabilization.

NAZI TWILIGHT: 

Darkened by Russ 

While the strains of Wagner's fu¬ 
nereal Gotterdaemmerung on Berlin 
radios had proclaimed to the Reich 
the melancholy tidings of Nazi dis¬ 
aster at Stalingrad, this requiem 
was regarded by many observers 
as only a prelude to more woeful 
news ahead. 

For it had become increasingly 
clear that the German retreat in 
Russia had long since passed the 
stage of an orderly withdrawal and 
had reached the proportions of a 
rout in many places. Relentlessly 
the Russians had built up their of¬ 
fensive's momentum, smashing into 
the Ukraine, narrowing the circle 
around Rostov and threatening Hit¬ 
ler's harassed Caucasus forces with 
a Black sea Dunkirk at Novoros- 
sisk. 

Matter-of-fact Soviet communi¬ 
ques told the story of German re¬ 
verses. These included the reoccu¬ 
pation by Red troops of Zolotukhino, 
only 22 miles above Kursk on the 
Kursk-Orei railroad, thus cutting the 
main Nazi supply line to the north; 
the recapture of Kupyansk and with 
it the control of an entire rail net¬ 
work; and the seizure of Kuschev- 
skaya, below Rostov on the Rostov- 
Baku railway, the biggest system in 
the Caucasus. 

The loss of Kuschevskaya was 
particularly bitter to the Nazis. Russ 
possession of this city which com¬ 
mands a railroad spur leading to 
the Black sea, threatened to isolate 
huge German forces already under 
attack at Novorossisk, the large 
Nazi-held port on that sea. It had 
been believed Hitler would try to 
use Novorossisk for the evacuation 
of his Caucasian army if Rostov 
were regained by the Russians. 

SOLOMONS: 

Nipponese Persistent 
Only occasionally during the lat¬ 
est air-sea battle between American 
forces and their Jap enemies for 
control of the southern Solomons was 
the curtain of official secrecy raised 
First American reports were nec¬ 
essarily noncommittal to keep use¬ 
ful information from the enemy. 

The Japs used a "reverse Eng¬ 
lish” technique in reporting the 
battle. This consisted of radio an¬ 
nouncements telling of overwhelm¬ 
ing American naval superiority in 
the Guadalcanal area, of the pres¬ 
ence of 10 American warships and 
10 aircraft carriers. By employing 
such fantastic figures, observers be¬ 
lieved the Jap high command was 
preparing the public back home for 
bad news. 

MERCHANT SEAMEN: 
Heroism Unparalleled 
The heroic part America's 70,000 
merchant seamen have played in the 
front line of combat on the high seas 
was dramatized by a report issued 
by Rear Admiral Emory S. Land of 
the War Shipping administration 
which disclosed that the percentage 
of losses in personnel due to Axis 
U-boats and bombers was three 
times as great as that of the U. S. 
armed forces in the first year of the 
war. 

Numerically, losses of merchant 
sailors totaled 3,200 including dead 
and missing, or 3.8 per cent of the 
total during the war's first year. U. 
S. armed forces' losses were I per 
cent in this period. 


WAGES & PRICES: 

Labor Looks Upunird 

Organized labor's clash with the 
government over wage controls 
drew disquletingly closer as the 
American Federation of Labor, the 
CIO and John L. Lewis' United Mine 
Workers made known their stand. 

Conferring at the White House, 
William Green. AFL president, and 
Phillip Murray, CIO chief, protested 
to President Roosevelt that the cost 
of living was "getting out of bounds" 
and said that there was increasing 
dissatisfaction among labor's rank 
and file. 

Previously, bushy-browed Lewis 
bad announced a demand for a $2 
a day pay increase in the bituminous 
coal industry, effective April 1. 

The impending crisis in wage con¬ 
trol was further emphasized when 
the War Labor board beset by in¬ 
creasing demands for pay increases 
asked Stabilization Director James 
F. Byrnes whether the "Little Steel" 
wage ceiling formula should be re¬ 
vised upward. This yardstick which 
has been applied to numerous indus¬ 
tries allowed the WLB to grant wa$e 
increases of 15 per cent above the 
levels of January 1, 1941, and was 
designed to match rising living costs 
between that date and May 1, 1942. 

This problem was dropped in Mr. 
Byrnes' lap, because any upward 
wage revision would have consumer 
repercussions and jeopardize the ad¬ 
ministration's entire wage stabiliza¬ 
tion and price pegging program. 

INCOME TAX: 

March 15 Still Deadline 

Neither the Ruml plan to “for¬ 
give" all taxes on 1942 income, nor 
the U. S. treasury department's pro¬ 
posal to double up collections of both

WHY STALIN DECLINED 

The diplomatic grapevine has 
brought a new reason why Stalin 
didn't want to join the backgammon 
party at Casablanca—the danger of 
being dragged into a political dis¬ 
cussion over future boundaries of 
Europe. 

One year ago Foreign Minister Lit- 
vinoff flew to London, took the ini¬ 
tiative in discussing post-war bound¬ 
aries. But the British were gun-shy. 

Since then Stalin has reversed his 
policy of advance boundary agree¬ 
ments, has announced a policy of 
self-determination of nations. With 
large Russian and Slavic blocs in 
Poland, the Baltic states, Rumania, 
this means a good slice of eastern 
Europe would join Soviet Russia. 

However, some U. S. plus some 
British leaders now have reversed 
themselves about not agreeing on 
boundaries in advance. Perhaps 
fearing that Russia might reach too 
far, they want to work out prelim¬ 
inary peace plans now rather than 
haggle over them at the conference 
table. 

This advance dealing of the bound¬ 
ary cards, according to thi diplo¬ 
matic grapevine, was what Stalin 
wanted to avoid at Casablanca. 

Note: What Russia wants after 
the war is a slice of Finland, one- 
half of Poland, the Baltic states, the 
Carpathian provinces of Hungary, 
the Dobrudja from Rumania, all of 
Bulgaria, which is very pro-Russian, 
enough of Jugoslavia—also pro- 
Russian—to secure an outlet on the 
Adriatic; and an outlet on the Per¬ 
sian gulf. This would give Russia 
direct access to the Mediterranean 
and the Indian ocean. Obviously 
Churchill, who says he wasn't made 
prime minister to liquidate the em¬ 
pire, can't be enthusiastic about 
that.

RED ARMY 

United States military observers 
explain recent Russian successes in 
terms of a development not general¬ 
ly realized in the United States— 
liberation of the generals from po¬ 
litical domination. 

Under the system which prevailed 
in Russia in the early months of the 
war, the Red generals were respon¬ 
sible to the political commissars. 
This made them overcautious, pre¬ 
vented daring, resolute action. 

Then came the requirement that 
commissars themselves take mili¬ 
tary training and indoctrination. 
Simultaneously their authority over 
the generals was removed. 

Now the Red army is run by the 
Red army.

THE RUSSIAN FRONT 

Though the Russians admitted 
Brig. Gen. Pat Hurley to the front 
lines, they still have not revoked 
their ban on foreign military observ¬ 
ers. Their explanation—for what it's 
worth—is that they would have to 
admit Japanese observers ss well, 
since they are still at peace with 
Japan . . Most impressive to 
Americans who have been anywhere 
near the Russian front are the ear¬ 
nest but improvised supply methods. 
Across the Russian steppes come 
food and ammunition for the men at 
the front—behind a team of caribou, 
or oxen, or on the shoulders of men 
afoot. Any way and every way, the 
people of Russia keep supplies mov¬ 
ing. 


One fact appeared certain. Forty- 
tour million American taxpayers 
will be compelled to file income tax 
returns by the March 15 deadline, 
on the basis of 1942 income. 

A pay-as-you-go withholding tax 
procedure will be set up later Most 
observers predicted July 1 as the 
date. This apparently would be a 
compromise measure embodying 
some but not ail of the Ruml pro¬ 
posals and the treasury’s recommen¬ 
dations. 

FARM LABOR: 

Army to Help? 

Many a Washington official has 
tain awake nights trying to find a 
solution for the critical farm labor 
shortage. 

Latest suggestion for relieving the 
shortage is to apply a method used 
by Union and Confederate armies in 
the Civil war—furlough soldiers with 
farm experience to help with har¬ 
vests and other seasonal farm jobs. 

Observers believed that creation of 
this farm army would be undertaken 
jointly by the war department and 
tile War Manpower commission and 
the department of agriculture. It 
was estimated that 500,000 soldiers 
might be detailed for this needed 
task. 

Alternately under consideration by 
top manpower authorities was a pro¬ 
posal to utilize battalions of army 
men still on military assignment for 
form work.

COFFEE AND BUTTER: 

Rations Are Slimmer 

Less coffee in their morning cups 
and butter on their bread faced 
Americans for the remainder of 1943, 
as the OPA and the Food Distribu¬ 
tion administration made known 
their newest rationing plans. 

Coffee rations were reduced from 
one pound per person every five 
weeks to one every six weeks. This 
worked out to about 8.7 pounds per 
year per civilian. 

Approximately 13 pounds of butter 
will be available tor each civilian.

LONDON —Arrest in Helsinki of 
Baroness A. von Stackelberg on a 
charge of espionage for Britain has 
led to the revelation in London news¬ 
papers of an English girl’s whirl¬ 
wind holiday romance as related by 
members of her family. 

The Baroness, who was Clarice 
Proctor, 26-ycar-old art student of 
Harpendcn, Herefordshire, met Bar¬ 
on Alexis von Stackelberg when she 
went to Finland for a six-months’ 
holiday in 1335, the London Daily 
Mail learned. English friends In 
Helsinki wrote to her widowed moth¬ 
er after their meeting: 

"She fell head over ears in love 
with him the first time they met. 
We shall persuade him to come 
back to England with her for your 
sanction of the engagement.” 

They came back together, ao that 
the baron could be introduced to 
the family circle in Harpenden. A 
few weeks later they were mar¬ 
ried at the Congregational church 
there, then returned to the Finnish 
capital. 

In Helsinki she carried on with 
her pastel portraits, for which she 
had made a name for herself local¬ 
ly. She moved out to her husband’a 
shooting lodge with a party of Brit¬ 
ons who had been marooned in Fin¬ 
land at the time of the Russo-Fin- 
nish war. 

There she cooked for them, did 
their mending, and generally acted 
as a port-in-storm for the ten people 
sheltering in her wooden shack, 
which in summer peacetime days 
had been used for bathing and camp¬ 
ing, and for skiing parties in winter.

Jungle Is Safe Place, 

Declares Noted Botanist 

CAMBRIDGE, MASS. — “The 
’snake infested jungle’ is a figment 
of the imagination,” says Dr. Elmer 
D. Merrill, Arnold professor of bot¬ 
any at Harvard and director of the 
Arnold Arboretum. 

"The jungle is in reality a rela¬ 
tively safe place, and this applies 
not only to potentially poisonous 
plant species, but also to poisonous 
snakes," he states. 

Dr. Merrill claims that, ‘‘actual¬ 
ly, in all Polynesia, where poisonous 
snakes are absent and in most of 
Malaya, there is really less chance 
of being bitten by a poisonous snake 
than there is on the Hudson Pali¬ 
sades just outside of New York 
city.” 

The noted botanist is working on 
a book for soldiers in the Orient to 
show what local vegetation can be 
used as the natives use it for emer¬ 
gency food. 

He says that the number of plant 
species classified as containing poi¬ 
sons relayed by bodily contact is 
very small. There is much less 
chance of being poisoned by plants 
in the entire region than there is in 
a New England woodiot or pasture 
where the common poison ivy 
abounds.

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JESUS THE GOOD SHEPHERD 

LESSON TEXT—John 10:1-16. «■*>. 
COLDEN TEXT—"I im the rood ■hop- 
herd the rood shepherd riveth his life for 
the iheep."—John 10:11. 

Beautiful and meaningful as they 
are, none of the other figures or 
types of our Lord's redemptive work 
have a stronger appeal than that of 
the good shepherd. Even those who 
have never tended sheep nor yet 
seen them under the shepherd's care 
sense the telling aptness of the alle¬ 
gory of the Good Shepherd. We 
know how much we are like sheep 
needing the tender shepherd's care, 
and we soon learn to know and to 
trust Christ as the True Shepherd 
of the flock. 

The center of the picture is the 
Good Shepherd, and it is around 
Him that we group our thoughts. 

I. ne Knows His Sheep (vv. 1-5). 
At night, whenever possible, the 
sheep were brought into a fold, a 
walled-in enclosure with shelters and 
with a single gate. Many different 
flocks were kept together under the 
care of an undershepherd. In the 
morning the shepnerds came to lead 
ffirth the flock. They came by the 
door, not as the thieves of the night, 
who sought to come in by stealth 
over the wall. 

When the shepherd called, his own 
sheep responded. We are told that 
they would not come at the call of a 
stranger—not being ready to trust 

him. 

The application is obvious, and 
yet a word is in order. We ought 
to examine ourselves and see wheth¬ 
er we do indeed know our Lord's 
voice. Do we respond when He 
calls us? Then, too, let us be on the 
lookout against those who profess 
to be shepherds, who call them¬ 
selves “pastor” or “reverend." and 
have only one purpose—to despoil 
the sheep. They are "thieves and 
robbers”—Jesus said so. They are 
only interested as long as it pays. 
The true shepherd cares for his 
sheep. 

II. He Protects His Sheep (vv. 
6-15). 

Not only thieves, but wild animals 
would attack sheep, and it is said 
that often the shepherd died to pro¬ 
tect them from harm. But the hire¬ 
ling, serving for what he can get out J 
of it, is not interested any longer, j 
When danger appears, he flees. He j 
has not the real shepherd heart and 
cares not if the sheep be destroyed. 
Having stolen them to enrich him¬ 
self. he will not defend them at the 
cost of his own life. 

Note the sharp contrast of "I am 
the good shepherd” with the dark 
picture of the faithless hirelings. Not 
only does it magnify His goodness, 
but it deepens the blackness of their 
treachery. 

We should recall that the Good 
Shepherd is able to protect His 
sheep; for while He lays down His 
life for them, He takes it again in 
victory over sin and death (see vv. 
17, 18). The Saviour seemed to have 
been defeated at Calvary, but He 
arose again, and ever liveth to make 
intercession on our behalf (Heb. 
7:25). 

III. He Seeks Other Sheep (v. 16). 
The other sheep Jesus had in mind 
were probably the Gentiles. The 
believers He then had were Jews, 
but the day was to come when the 
Gentiles were to hear and believe. 
His desire for them may well stir in 
our hearts an eagerness to go out 
and bring in all—both Jew and Gen¬ 
tile—who will, by believing in Christ, 
become members of His one fold. 

Note the word "must" in verse 18. 
It does not say "if convenient." nor 
“when we can raise enough money," 
nor "after our local debts are paid” 
we will go out and seek others. 
There is a divine imperative here— 
it "must” be done. 

Let us not fail to gather the full 
significance of the expression "one 
flock, one shepherd.” We are not in¬ 
terested in any manufactured unity 
of man-made organizations. Certain¬ 
ly we will not accept union which 
means compromise of essential 
truth. But unity under Christ, the 
one great Shepherd, that we want- 
yes and will have. He makes that 
certain—"they shall be one flock." 

Let us not put hindrances in the 
way of that kind of unity, and let 
us not be delinquent about seeking 
the “other sheep.” Now a final word. 

IV. He Keeps All His Sheep (vv. 

| 27-30). 

These words (said after a period 
^ of weeks had elapsed) stress the 
blessed assurance which comes to 
those who follow Christ. Jesus re¬ 
buked the Jews for their unbelief, 
telling them that they were not His 
sheep. 

Those who are His have been giv¬ 
en to Him by the Father—an eternal 
gift to Him—and He gives to them 
eternal life. 

The power back of this whole mat¬ 
ter is evident in verse 30. Christ 
is God. He who is in Christ’s hand 
is also in the Father’s hand, "and 
no man is able to pluck them out 
of the Father's hand." Instead of 
trying to modify that statement, or 
to quarrel with those who believe it, 
every Christian ought to accept it 
and shout "Hallelujah!” 
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IF THERE is one piece of furni- 
* ture for which our own period 
will be famous it is the low coffee 
table. Our own generation has 
discovered that low tables are not 
only convenient but give a greater 
feeling of space in a room than 
high ones.
